Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, Seppinen (6,646,449); Popovic (6,292,519); He 

(6,885,694); and Jiang (US 2005/0032472 Al) all disclose a line characteristic evaluation system 
comprising a line quality estimating means estimating a line quality of the wireless 
communication line. The above prior art of record, however, fail to disclose estimating the line 
quality of the wireless communication line is based on a reception equivalent band limitation 
expressed by attenuation of the intercept point input level (JIP), reception side thermal noise of 
the wireless communication lines, and said leakaqe power from other interfering wireless lines 
leaking into the reception equivalent band as specified in the claim. 
Claims 2-4 depend on claim 1 . Therefore, they are allowable.
